Mussolini and, Music

IGNOR — ay rebably

for music, One of his ancestors, 
Cesare Mussolini, for instance, gave 
music lessons in London toward the 
rst half of the eighteenth century, 
At any rate, it is certain that young 
Benito Mussolini has had music in 
his make-up since his boyhood, when 
he used to sing in the choir of the 
village church at Dovia and listened 
with wrapt attention to the songs of 
larks and blackbirds instead of going 
bird-nesting as did some of his 
school-fellows. 

When he grew up, there were few 
village fairs within a radius of sev- 
eral miles at which he was not a 
prominent figure, both as a dancer 
and as a singer. He passed child- 
hood and early manhood in eminently 
musical surroundings, for the 
rythmical hammering at his father’s 
smithy was often accompanied by 
the strains of a violin, played by 
Signor Alessandro’s assistant, who 
was a clever fiddler. 

That young Mussolini was not only 
a music lover but a worshipper of 
the great composers is proved by a 
characteristic incident which oc- 
curred when, a boy of 15, he was 
studying at the “Istituto Magistrale” 
of Forlimpopoli to qualify as a 
teacher in the elementary schools. 
When the announcement of Giuseppe 
Verdi’s passing-on came, the author- 
ities of Forlimpopoli were at a loss 
to find a suitable speaker to com- 
memorate the great composer, when 
someone suggested young Mussolini, 
half in joke, half tentatively. The 
proposal was accepted, and Musso- 
lini, despite his youth and inex- 
perience, gave a magnificent ad- 
dress before a crowded audience in 
the Forlimpopoli Theater. It was 
the first in the long series of his 
speeches which entitle him to a 
prominent rank among the most 
eloquent and forcible orators in 
history.

years of unemployment and hunger 
with which he started life, during his 
wanderings across Switzerland, 
France, Belgium and Germany. On 
Sept. 3, 1902 he was homeless and 
starving in the streets of Lausanne 
when he happened to pass before the 
Hotel Beau Rivage where a fine or- 
chestra was playing. “I leant 
against the garden railings,“ he says 
in a dramatic letter to one of his 
friends in Italy, “and listened to the 
beautiful music. It had the effect of 
calming the storm raging in my 


brain and of soothing the pangs of 


hunger. For the moment all was 
forgotten.” 

Expelled from Switzerland and 
from France as an undesirable allen, 
he went to Trent, which was atill 
under Austrian rule, where ke sub- 
edited the Popolo,“ a journal owned 
by Cesare Battisti, the ‘Italian war 
hero, and in his spare time took vio- 
lin lessons from a very good teacher, 
But even Trent be- 
came too hot for him, owing to hav- 
| ing proclaimed that the real ftron- 
tiers of Italy do not stop at Ala.” 

Going back to Forli, in his native 
„ | Romagna, he started the “Lotta di 
™ Classe (Class struggle), a paper 
which despite ite name was not ex- 
clusively devoted to politica but to 
the general culture of the masses. 
It was at this period (1909-1910) that 


% he resumed his violin lessons with 


his first teacher, Archimede Mon- 


hj tanelli, who was astonished at the 


extraordinary progress made by his 
pupil. In the darkest and most 
wretched hours of his life, Mussolini! 
sought refuge in the strains of his 
violin, forgetting want and bitterness. 
There was a little eafé at Forli, the 
“Caffé Prati,” where bohemians of a 
literary and artistic temperament 
used to resort, and on one occasion 
he met there a friend, Guido 
Podrecca, well-known in the Italian 
world of letters, who shared his en- 
thusiasm for music. Both were very 
hard up, but they managed to have 
supper of a cup of hot milk and a 
roll, after which Mussolini. said: 
“Come to my lodgings and I will play 
something for you.” There was 
nothing but a bed, a few chairs and 
a table in the room, but it was soon 
made resonant with one of Beetho- 
ven’s finest compositions. The vio- 
linist’s eyes, naturally so expressive, 
became luminous with emotion as 
he interpreted the masterpiece, while 
en listened with rapt atten- 
as 


Announced by His Violin 


Years passed, and after the victori- 
ous March on Rome, Benito Musso- 
lini,, master of a nation’s destiny, 
found himself installed in the Tittoni 
palace, in the old-fashioned street at 
the back of the Quirinal Hill. The 
first announcement of his presence 
to his neighbors over the way was 


50 not made by a blare of trumpets but 


by the strains of a violin. 

Mussolini has a remarkable taste 
for music, but his favorites are the 
violin sonatas of Beethoven, Corelli’s 
several compositions by 
Veracini and Vivaldi, and 
among modern composers Fauré, 
Granados and Virgilio Rangato ap- 
peal to him greatly: Although he 
cannot be termed virtuoso in the real 
sense of the word, Mussolini seems 
to put all his tremendous individu- 
ality in his interpretation, with an ef- 
fect which is at times almost start- 


ling, because it seems aa if the ins 

atrument in his fingers is an insuffi: 
; ent vehicle for the transmission of 
the deep emotions whieh he atrives 
te render, "I adore Beethoven,” he 
once said to a German newspaper 
man, ‘as the greatest exponent of 
earthly symphonies and harmonies, 

Mussolini is the personal friend of 
several among the greatest living 
composers, both Italian and foreign, 
The Duce's conception of music !s 
very similar to that which Masgzini 


held, By discarding the Marxist idea 


of class struggle for Mazzini’s the- 
ory of social harmony, Mussolini 
proved that he assigned to art, and 
especially to music, an important 
political and human mission.

Organization Abhors War, 
Vice-Fegent Declares 


While urging adequate military and 
naval defenses, the policy of the

“America was insistent on that till 
it came to the question of assuming 
responsibility toward the Armenians 
and offering them some kind of pro- 
tection and support.

But America, say 
her Buropean critics, having brought 
the conference ino being, declined to 
make the concessions which could 
have rescued the conference from 
failure.” 

Turning to possible remedies, Lord 
Cecil finds that good will is not 
completely lacking. “Many nations 
are anxious to do something,” he 
says, ‘so long as there is no danger 
of their being asked to go beyond 
the modest limits they have s t them- 
selves, Britain will disarm, France 
will disarm, every country will dis- 
arm, so far as is consistent with se- 
curity. And security perpetually 
vanishes because every nation arms 
to make itself secure and its rivale 
arm more to make themselves se- 
curer, 

“Only one policy has been framed 
which gives hope of any practical 
result. War between individual 
states must be banished from the 
world, as America is foremost in 
demanding, but it can be banished 
in one way only. To take the place 
of war there must be a system of 
arbitration, effective, comprehensive, 
inspiring confidence. 


Definite Undertakings Needed 


“That policy involves definite un- 
dertakings by individual states. They 
must be willing to accept an arbitral 
decision in all cases instead of a de- 
cision by war. 

“If America's traditions, her geo- 
graphical position, her mentality, 
compel her to confine herself to con- 
certing declarations instead of co- 
operating in the establishment, and /f 
need be the defense, of a world sys- 
tem in which war shall be quite

“Martha” 


The opera yesterday afternoon 
was Flotow's “Martha,” Gerald Rey- 
nolds conducting. For various rea- 
sons, the performance yesterday 
missed the lightness of touch and the 
finish which characterized that given 
by this company last summer at 
Gloucester. One is reluctant to at- 
tribute such change to the altered 
cast. It is rather to the orchestra, 
often insecure and far too noisy, that 
some of the difficulty must be at- 
tributed.

NEW YORK—Improved economic 
conditions among the Jews of New 
York are shown by their increasing 
movement away from the less desira- 
bel residential districts. according 


Greater New York. 

Thirty per cent of the population 
of New York is Jewish, the survey 
shows. In 1925 there were 1,750,000 
Jews residing in the five boroughe. 
This, it was shown, represents an in- 
crease of 16.4 per cent since 1914, 
which is declared to be in exact pro- 
portion to the general growth of 
population in New York. 

The widening of the area in which 
the residences of the Jewish popula- 
tion are located, was said in the re- 
port to be one of the outstandinu 
tendencies indicated by the research. 
New York's lower Nast Side tene- 
ments housed only 15.2 per cent of 
the Jewish population of the city in 
1926, aa compared with 93.5 per cent 
in 1916, according to the statistics, 
The drift of Jewish population 
“from the tenement districts to York- 
ville, Harlem, the Bronx and, finally, 
into the Park Avenue section” is re- 
corded in the survey. It shows that 
Brooklyn has supplanted Manhattan 
as the center of Jewis population 
and for some time to come will he 
the new focus of attention” as far 
as the Jewish communal program Is

POLISH-RUMAN - 
TRADE ISSUES 
Delegates Are N egotiating 


for Reciprocal Agreement 
on Transit-Freight 


SpeciaAL TO THe CHRISTIAN SciIENCB MONITOR 

BUCHAREST—A delegation from 
the Polish Government is now in 
Bucharest, renewing the negotia- 
tions, which originated some 18 
months ago, for an agreement. be- 
iween Poland and Rumania for the 
granting of a reciprocally favorable 
railroad tariff on transit-freight from 
Poland or Rumania which shall cross 
the respective countries. The details 
of the plan are not public but the 
general lines of this project, which is 
intended to stimulate the exports of 
the two countries that have been 
handicapped in foreign competition 


by freight rates, are the following: 

Poland offers Rumania a specially 
favorable railroad tariff for all the 
latter's products which are shipped 
across Poland to the Port of Dant- 
zig, with particular rates for Ru- 
manian grain and petroleum, In re- 
turn for these favorable freight 
rates, Poland requests similar rates 
for its goods shipped across Rumania 
to destinations in the Near East and 
the Orient, and in addition the privi- 
lege of establishing Polish coal 
dumps or deposits in the several 
ports which Rumania has on the 
Black Sea and the Danube. 

Up to the present time the: ques- 
tion of the coal dumps has been 
the stumblingblock for the negotia- 
tions, because the Rumanian authori- 
ties felt that the Polish coal deposits 
would ruin the market for the local 
coal. However today the Polish ex- 
perts after considerable study are 
prepared to prove that Rumanian 
coal cannot compete, by reason of 
its quality, with the Silesian coal, 
and that for this reason the native 
coal would and will retain such mar- 
kets as it has today. It is believed 
in official circles that the present ne- 
gotiations have every chance of suc- 
cess. 

For Rumania the conclusion of this 
“most favored” railroad tariff agree- 
ment will mean that her exports, 
particularly grain, nuts and petro- 
leum, will enjoy all-year-round ship- 
ping, and not be confined to but one 
port, Constantza, which is the only 
port available during the winter 
months. The agreement will also 


bring advantages to Rumania in her 


competition at the markets of the 
Baltic countries. With a special fa- 
vorable freight tariff through Poland, 
Rumanian petroleum will be able to 
meet its strongest competitor— 
American petroleum—in the north 
country markets on a fairly even 
basis. 


CARGO SPACE SAVED 
BY PULVERIZED FUEL 


From Monitor Bursav 
NEW YORK—Six more freight ves~ 
eels of the United States Shipping 
Board are to be converted from oil 
burners to the utilization of pulver- 
ized fuel, and tentative plans have 


been made to commence work on the 
steamships West Alset and West 
Apaum. The work is under the direc- 
tion of Capt. R. D. Gatewood, director 
of maintenance and repair of the 
Shipping Board, and Carl Jefferson, 
expert in the powdered coal tests. 
With the pulverized fuel, it is pos- 
sible to provide space for 50 more 
tons of cargo, Mr. Jefferson said.

A moment 
later on velvet feet that lithe shadow 
nosed into the kitchen door for an 
extra portion of cow’s milk, and at 
any rate for a cordial sniff ut things 
in general. Vina, the pet kangaroo 
was 14 months old then, had been 
around since babyhood, and never 
thinks of plopping over the low 
fence or going through the gate back 
into its own regions. 


She is an amusing pet, inquisitive, 
quaint, soft-nosed and  nimble- 
eared, but in the morning, Vina has 
the most special ceremony of her 
entire daily activities.

Actions Pending Are 1857 
Less Than a Year Ago, 
Department Reports

WASHINGTON — Statistics pre- 
pared in the division of the Depart- 
ment of Justice having to do with law 
questions which arise in cases under 
the National Prohibition Law show 
that during the first half of the pres- 
ent fiscal year, beginning July 1, 
1927, there have been substantial in- 
creases, not only in the number of 
cases but in the number of convic- 
tions and fines collected in the en- 
forcement of that law. 

The number of prohibition cases 
instituted increased during the past 
six months period more than 47 per 
cent, or from 18,082 in the first half 
of the fiscal year, a year ago, to 26,- 
662 of the first half of the present 
fiscal year. Notwithstanding this in- 
crease the number of cases pending 
is 1857 less than a year ago. Convic- 
tions increased almost 57 per cent or 
from 16,576 last year to 26,277 this 
year. 

Comparative figures are shown by 
the fact that for the first half of the 
last fiscal year there was one acquit- 
tal for each 10 convictions; during 
the same period of the present fiscal 
year there were 28 convictions to 
each acquittal. . 

Fines imposed increased nearly 28 
per cent, being $2,669,314 for the last 
fiscal year and $3,444,759 for the 
present fiscal year. Jail and prison 
sentences a year ago totaled about 
2380 years and this year 3472 years. 

In the matter of petitions for pad- 
locking of property used for illegal 
manufacture or sale of liquor it is 
shown that during the present fiscal 
year there were filed 1414 such peti- 
tions against 1174 filed in the period 
of a year ago,

At the time of the invention the 
96 cotton mills around Providence 
which then formed the center of 
America’s spinning industries, had, 


‘all combined, 65,000 sprindles. Now 


many a single mill has that many, or 


several times that many spindles, 


and there were in the United States 
in 1927 a total of 32,727,676 spin- 
dies, each fed with thread through 
some kind of a ring that is a varia- 
tion of the Thorp invention. 

Yet, for all his remarkable contri- 


bution to the industry, John Thorp | 


appears never to have received any 
return for his invention, unless it 
may have added a few dollars to his 
wages as a cotton-mill mechanic in 
Providence and later in North 
Wrentham, Mass. The actual manu- 
facture and sale of spinning ma- 
chines on this plan did not become a 
success financially until after the 
Thorp patents had expired and nu- 
merous variations of his ring had 
been patented. William Mason is 


credited with the first successful 


building of ring spinning frames 
about 1833. 
Few Traces of Pioneer 

The cotton manufacturers’ associa-

Tenth to Earn More 

We are giving. no consideration to 


a: the fact that one-tenth of the pupils 


in public schools will complete the 
high school course and greatly in- 
crease their earning power, for a 
comparison of the total costs of pub- 
lic education—$2,000,000,000 a year— 
with this partial increase in earning 
power of $12,500,000,000 a year, is 
sufficient to show that money in- 
vested in public schools, even to the 
amount demanded today, is well in- 
vested. For every dollar spent the 
return is at least six—a rate of profit 
that few investments can equal. 


In this we are giving no considera- 
tion to the value of primary educa- 
tion to the mother in the home, nor 
even to that army of women who 
are regularly employed for wages. It 


is impossible to ascertain these 
values and financial returns; and to 
show the importance ‘of the most 
elementary education, from the 
financial standpoint alone, it is not 
necessary, 

We might fairly assume that the 
cost of educating the half of the pub- 
lic school group whom we are con- 
sidering as potential wage earners 
to the extent of $12,500,000,000 a year 
is only half the public school expen- 
ditures, or $1,000,000,000 a year. The 
return, on this basis, is $12.60 for 
one, perhaps the nearest obtainable 
approach to the truth. 

Tremendous Returns 


The expenditures for high schools 
and for colleges are greater in pro- 
portion to the money return than 
those for primary schools, but they, 
too, show returns which more than 
warrant all present expenditures, It 
costa about 900 a year for four 
years to provide a boy's high school 
education, and his earning power is 
increased by #500 a year for 40 years 
It costs a young man perhaps §1000 
a year for four years to secure a 
college education, and his earning 
power is increased by about $1800 4 
year for 40 years, 

The national income is the com- 
bined income of all the Nation's peo- 
ple, and so everything which tends 
to advance individual earnings adds 
to national income and national 
wealth, 

The school is not primarily con- 
cerned with the increase of money- 
making power. Its purpose is infi- 
nitely broader and nobler. As once 
stated by Charles W. Eliot, president 
of Harvard, the purpose of education 
is to make a life, not to make a 
living, though it must be acknow!l- 

that it is difficult to do one 
without the other. The school does, 
in some ‘measure, fulfill this high 


purpose. Yet this is not its whole 


function: no other factor exceeds 
the school, in all its grades, as a 
constant and powerful agency in 
adding to the national and individ- 
ual wealth.

Painted Ware Excavated at Kish 
Antedates Even the City Itself 


This Most Ancient of Sumerian Capitals Had Origin in 
Remotest Antiquity, Part of a Civilization That 
Had Vanished 2500 Years B. C. 


SpeciaL TO Taz Cneistian Screxces Monitor 

BAGDAD — The excavations at 
Kish, the site of which has for cen- 
turies been marked by little more 
than a great number of earth 
mounds of various shapes and sizes, 
have now been in progress for about 
four months and the yield is already 
so rich as to promise much for the 


future in respect of authentic in- 
formation about the life of this 
most ancient city of recorded time. 

The first work of the Oxford and 
Field Museum party, which is in 
charge of M. Watelin as field di- 
rector, assisted by Erim Schroeder, 
of Corpus Christi College, and Henry 
Field, of the Field Museum, Chicago. 
was the uncovering of the great 
neo-Babylonian temple of the Earth 
Goddess as rebuilt by Nebuchadnez- 
zar in the sixth century B. C. This 
was found in a remarkable state of 
preservation and the continuation of 
the work of excavation about it, in- 
volving the removal of about 50 cubic 
feet of earth, is expected to reveal 
early Sumerian remains about 30 
feet below the Nebuchadnezzar 
level, 

The work at Kish is practically 
the only work thus far undertaken 
about any of the very ancient cities 


of central Mesopotamia, but there 
will probably be a great deal more 
in the near future. Up to the last 
decade such work has been, for 
obvious reasons, impracticable, and 
thus little has been learned about 
a civilization that came to 4 com- 
plete end as early as 2500 B. C. 
Moreover, discoveries already made 
at Kish appear to belong to an epoch 
contemporary with that revealed by 
some remains at Jemdet Nasr, a pre- 
historic site not far from that of 
Kish. Some of these remains, like 
those found at Kish, are apparently 
not Sumerian but early Blam, the 
pictographs resembling those on 
seals found in the Indus Valley at 
Harappa and Mohenjo-Doro, where 
remains of the real founders of 
Indian civilization have been dis- 
covered. 

Here, therefore, there seem to be 
records of a civilization which 
spread from China westward to the 
Mediterranean ‘more than 6000 years 
ago. Kish itself, the most ancient of 
cities and the reputed first Sumerian 
capital after the flood, had an origin 
thus far shrouded in the mists of the 
most remote antiquity of recorded 
time; yet the painted ware already 
found here, together with the picto- 
rial tablets, clearly belongs to a pe- 
riod even antedating the Sumerian.

I find, however, that my own recollec-

Only Virgil's “Adneid” brings back 
vividly the thought of a room, but 
even that room, high up under the 
roof, is so filled with the Whistle and 
roar of winter winds as hardly to be 
an exception. Others, at least a score, 
recall days by the sea, days in moun- 
tain canyons, days beside meadow 
brooks and on the wandering roads. 
And if I had gained only these mem- 


ories I should be amply repaid for 
the hundreds of miles I have carried 
books in knapsack or pocket or canoe, 
often without glancing into them 
from the start to journey’s end, The 
books that one reads in libraries are 
lost and blurred in their own multi- 
tude, but those we read under the 
open sky stand forth clearly because 
they are few and because, for half 
an hour long ago, this and that one 
has been the burning focus of a day. 

Should we be justified in the in- 
ference that all enthusiastic and 
alert readers are also lovers of walk- 
ing? I hesitate to make that affirma- 
tion, partly because I do not like to 
think that good readers have become 
so few. But at least I should like 
to suggest to those who have always 
read under a roof that they give the 
open air a trial. Let us suppose, for 


have never read “Pilgrim’s Prog- 
ress.” Then, the thing to do is 
to secure a small portable copy and 
to carry it off with you into the 
landscape. See to it that you walk 
a good three hours before you read 
a word, for the good reason that one

The first open-air book of my own 
experience was “The Last of the 
Mohicans.” Rise up, little prairic 
town on the banks of the Rock River, 
where a lad sat reading loug ago 
under a yellowing apple tree. His 
family was making preparation: for 
removal to the great city, and he 
was out of sight and thought for the 
time, enatched away into the country 
of Hawkeye, Uncas, and Chingach- 
gook. Again, how many years ago 
this was I shall not state, but I can 
see the yellow leaves of the tree 
above me and the tomatoes in the 
neighbor’s garden—yes, and I catch 
their pungent odor, too, as it is 
wafted toward me through the hot 
afternoon. 

Then, years later, there came my 
first encounter with Chaucer’s poems. 
I had found them in the public 
library, as I ranged freely up and 
down the open stacké, and had taken 
them out, in all probability, because 
I liked the binding. By good fortune 
it was Skeat’s complete annotated 


a further good fortune directed me 
to choose the particular volume best 
suited to my needs. No sooner had 
I reached the street than the book 
was open at the Nun’s Priest’s Tale 
and I had taken the first etep in all 
these years of wandering up ard 
down the world of Chaucer. During 
the rest of that afternocn, down by 
the lakeside, I floundered and stum- 
bled onward through the story of 
Dame Pertelote and Chaunteclere. 
There were many strange words, to 
be sure, but that was a familiar situ- 
ation to a boy of fourteen, and the 
reverend editor was helpful when- 
ever I gave him a chance. No one 
had ever told me that Chaucer is im- 
possible for a boy to read in the 
original withaut previous study, and 
I have never since found him to be 
so. I came to the last words of the 
Nun’s Priest just when it was time 
to go home to supper, but on the 
way I regaled myself with

The eye found repose 
on all sides amidst the purple hills, 
which seemed to swell away in in- 
terminable succession, ridge upon 
ridge, in the heart of the Highland 
solitudes, or on the remoter wastes 
of water over which their eternal 
shadows lay brooding and blacken- 
ing into deeper and wider gloom, as 
the last crimson line of sunset kept 
sinking down lower and lower in the

songs of old France, the lilting melo- 
dies of his predecessors. 

The medieval fortress of Roque- 
brune which crowns the village of 
the same name clinging to the hill- 
side, was a fitting background for the 
troutadour. It was the stronghold of 
the Lascaris in the twelfith century, 
and is still surrounded by crenelated 
walls adorned with a battlemented 
tower. Here in the great hall, eight 


hundred years ago, troubadours be- 
guiled the lords and ladies of the 
castle with songs of gallantry and 
chivalry, and thrilled the soldiers of 
the guard room with stirring tales of 
adventure. 

Troubadours were the lyric poets 
of the twelfth and thirteenth cen- 
turies and originated in Provence in 
the south of France. There were pro- 
fessional and amateur troubadours. 
Nobles and even kings, among them 
Richard Cœur-de-Lion, belonged to 
the amateur class. 

The majority of the troubadours 
led a wandering life, some traveled 
as far as Castile and Aragon; across 
the Alps they visited Piedmont, Lom- 
bardy and Tuscany. Others, tired of 
wandering, lingered for years at the 
court of some great feudal lord. 

Each troubadour acquired his art 
from his predecessors and the tradi- 
tions were handed down to the next 
generation. Their compositions were 
intended to be sung to the accom- 
paniment of some musical instru- 
ment. Many of the troubadours sang 
their own compositions, and in some 
cases the poets composed the melo- 
dies for their pieces. Our modern 
troubadour was not only poet and 
composer, but artist and sculptor as 
well. 2 

The religious songs of the crusades 
—the crusades against the Saracens 
—formed a constant theme for the 
troubadours, enabling them to cele- 
brate in song their love of daring and 
glory. Most of the crusade songs we 
have relate to the third crusade, 
which took place during the most 
flourishing period of Provencal 
poetry. 

Among the list of troubadours, 
about four hundred in all, there are 
only about a dozen women. The most 
distinguished of these was Countess 
Beatrice de Dia, who has been called 
the Sappho of Provence. The first 
troubadour of whom we know was 
William the Ninth of Poitiers. To- 
wards the close of the thirteenth cen- 
tury lived Guirant Riquier, who has 
yee termed the last of the trouba- 

ours.

Hong Kong by Night 


If your first approach te Hong 
Kong be by daylight yours will be 
another judgment added to that of 
the great multitude of travelers who 
have come before, that it is one of 
the most beautiful sights in the 
world, But if you should arrive on a 
clear, moonlit night, you will quite 
surely agree with the enthusiasts 
who hold that Hong Kong is alto- 
gether the fairest of places, and that 
the approach is the loveliest vision 
the world can offer. For you will 
see something you have never seen 
before, though you have entered 
every other port on earth. 

. Ask of your friend, the traveler, 
“What of Hong Kong by night?” His 
response will be not less immediate 


than if you speak of moonlight on 
Milan Cathedral or sunset at Papeete. 
Suggest that he describe it. He can- 
not. Nor can anyone, adequately, 
which is the reason for the seeming 
niggardliness of the voluminous 
travel literature on China in respect 
of the subject. So, one can only en- 
deavor to hint at the transcendence 
of beauty which is Hong Kong by 
night. 

Seen from a window on the Kow- 
loon, or mainland, side of the harbor 
on many evenings, always the verity 
of such a fairy picture has failed to 
establish itself. There is the high, 
broad hillside, The Peak,“ which the 
far-colonizing English have trans- 
formed from a bleak and barren 
mountain into a Parnassus. Its villas 
in their gardens, its woody, half- 
wild glens and its tumbling streams 
would have allured the Muses them- 
selves. And now, alight with almost 
as many pinpoints of golden glow as 
gleam in the skies themselves, it is 
the magic beauty of the East in very 
epitome. In the center, extending 
from the Bund, or water-front drive, 
halfway up the hillside is the city 
called Victoria, ite lights glowing in 
a close-set mass, reflecting them- 
selves in a thousand tremulous 
twinklings in the dark waters of the 
harbor, mingling with the riding- 
lamps of a hundred ships from a hun- 
dred ports and the torches of the 
junks and sampans which have 
served Chinese water-farers for two 
thousand years. 

Between Victoria and the ferry 
station here almost beneath my win- 
dow the steamers and launches ply 
continuously, threading their ways in 
and out of the traffic of this busiest 
of harbore, their wakes paths of 
scintillating phosphorous, their lights 
weaving a pattern, as they wind in 
and out, intricate as the streets of 
Chinese Hong Kong. A lighted tower 
like that at the foot of Market Street 
marks clearly the ferry terminus on 
the other side, and the brilliance of 
Hong Kong by night seems to center 
about it. Above the city, far up the 
hillside to the very top, outlining the 
network of perfect driveways with 
which the English have girdled this, 
their Parnassus of the Orient, hang- 
ing like a golden necklace around 
the uppermost pinnacle, are the 
lights of “The Peak.” Everywhere 
the lights, in such clusters and 
strings and masses as seem to re- 
veal no ordinary, everyday affair, 
but some mighty carnival, some un- 
precedented display of brilliance, 
like a great exposition by night. 

Along the Bund the hotels, the vast 
Chinese shops, the restaurants and 
gardens are outlined in light. For 
miles on the water front the golden 
glow extends. Above, where some 
villa looks down upon the city as the 
villas of Genoa look down upon the 
Port, there is, perhaps, a garden 
party tonight; and its twinkling 
brilliance stands out like the Con- 
stellation Orion among the low-hang- 
ing stars of the South Seas. At the 
tip of “The Peak” a single lone gleam 
marks the topmost house of all 
whence the glorious panorama that 
is Hong Kong unfolds itself magi- 
cally below, more entrancing than 
the aspect of Monte Carlo at night 
to one who etands ide the ancient 
Augustine monument at La Turbie.

BE desire to improve products 
or the necessity for bettering 
methods of manufacture has 
made it essential for many industries 
to maintain departments of research. 
These departments consist of trained 
engineers, natural scientists, and 
workmen, together with the equip- 
ment necessary for the research. 
Systematic searching eventually re- 
wards the seekers, and the world re- 
ceives the fruits of their work. These 
efforts may be made chiefly for the 
purpose of holding or attaining an 
industrial supremacy; nevertheless, 
it is to @ large extent, particularly 
with the individual workers, an un- 
selfish desire to improve, invent, dis- 
cover, and to apply the knowledge 
thus obtained to the economic needs

Whittier is regponsible for the 
popular legend that the Arbutus was 
the first wildflower to greet the Pil- 
grims after their hard winter at 
Plymouth Rock, and it is said that 
its popular name of Mayflower was 
bestowed by them. 


“Yet, ‘God be praised,’ the Pilgrim 
said, ... 
‘Behold our Mayflower here!’” 


“God wills it; here our rest shall be 
Our years of wandering o’er 

For us the Mayflower of the sea 
Shall spread her sails no more.” 


The clustered blossoms are some- 
times half hidden under their rusty- 
colored leaves, but in their exquisite 
coloring lies the fresh innocence of 
the dawn. Their pink flush is like the 
inner lining of a shell or the rosy 
fingertips of a babe. 

To enjoy the Arbutus to the fullest, 


it should be sought in its own en- 
vironment, but restraint should be 
exercised in gathering it. To “love 
the wild rose and leave it on its 
stalk,” is very necessary in the case 
of the Arbutus, if we would preserve 
the plant for future beauty lovers. 
The vine is very easily uprooted. 
One pictures that brave band of 
pioneers roaming the Plymouth 
woods, after their first winter, find- 
ing a message of faith and hope in 
the fragrant blossoms. How it must 


have renewed their courage, and held 


out to them a promise of brighter 
days in the new land.

the reader asks, Why is all this 
study necessary, since Mrs. Eddy 
has discovered Christian Science and 
made the results of her study avail- 
able for everybody?

in the development of the great Haifa 
harbor enterprise and in the schemes 
for the utilization of the vast 
chemical deposits in the Dead Sea. 

It is necessary that those who have 
concerned themselves more with 
the theory and sentiment of the back- 
to-Palestine movement than with its 
practical concernments have regard 
to certain indubitable facts. Of those 
facts the outstanding one is, I think, 
the lack of receptivity of the modern 
Jew to the idea of work on the 
land. The greatest obstacle to the 
back-to-the-land movement is the 
fact that the greater proportion of 
unemployed everywhere are not 
farmers nor folk in any way familiar 
with the farm work, but city dwell- 
ers and city workers. They soon be- 
come disheartened and inevitably 
drift back to the cities. 

City Folks on Farm 


Nowhere has this been better il- 
lustrated than in Australia where 
British city folk and factory work- 
ers have found themselves upon un- 
prepared and difficult land, or else 
in employment at very low wages by 
farmers already established, with 
the result that there is an ever- 
growing problem of unemployment 
in cities like Sidney and Melbourne. 
Here in Palestine something very 
much of the same sort is being 
found. The Jew of today, being more 
favorable and more accustomed to 
commercial pursuits, takes not at 
all kindly to the hard physical labor 
necessary upon the land here in 
Palestine. In Tel-aviv, in Haifa, in 
Jerusalem itself, he is beginning to 
appear in increasing numbers with 
his small shops, his garage, his open- 
ing professional endeavors, and also 
in his enforced idlenes. 

Plenty of Land 

Of land there is, of course, no limit 
whatever. All the Arabs are willing 
to sell, and some of their property 
is well developed and in the best of 
condition for the immigrants to com- 
mence farm work upon. The in- 
creasing prices, though, are making 
appalling inroads upon the resources 
of the Zionist movement, especially 
as the Arabs are hearing all sorts of 
wild tales of the immense sums at 
the disposal of the Zionist leaders 
in America. This is a dangerous con- 
dition, since, in the final analysis, 
this movement is essentially a back- 
to-the-land movement. Upon that 
basis it must stand or fall, and at 
the moment the situation is far from 
satisfactory or even favorable.
